A TIRELESS 
campaigner for 
mother and baby 
hospitals in 
Zimbabwe has 
raised over £6,000 
by climbing Mount 
Kilimanjaro.

“I thought of the 
suffering infants and 
expectant mothers who 
will be supported by 
River Africa, and gritted 
my teeth and kept 
moving.”

The visit will be an opportunity for the Queen to 
meet staff and students, and view the facilities at the 
world-famous international college, which was 
founded in 1962. It is part of a two-day visit to 
Wales, taking in the Vale, Caerphilly county and 
Pembrokeshire, and the Queen will be accompanied 
by the Duke of Edinburgh. 

Dr Peter Beck, the Lord Lieutenant of South 
Glamorgan, told The GEM: “The Queen is coming 
on a semi-private visit, and visiting the college 
which is at the far flung corner of my area. 

“There was a request from the palace to visit for 
about an hour and be able to look at the various 
college facilities.” 

The college celebrated its 50th anniversary in 
2012, but the Queen was unable to visit it then 
because of her busy Diamond Jubilee schedule. 

The Queen visited the college in 1965 and 1993. 
It was founded by the German educationalist Kurt 
Hahn, whose vision was to engage young people 
from all nations in finding peaceful means to bring 
together a world divided by political, racial and 
socio-economic barriers by learning from one 
another. 

Since its opening, over 7,500 students from over 
100 countries have benefited from the educational 
experience at the college.

Darren Farm plan ‘threat 
to historic Vale landscape’ 


Y OUR front page article in The 
GEM on April 3, clearly showed 
the huge amended expansion of 
the proposed Darren Farm LDP 
development site allocation (over double 
the original area). 

This proposal would be an even greater intrusion 
of development into the open countryside, onto a 
productive farm on a greenfield site in the council- 
designated Upper Thaw Valley special landscape 
area and the setting of Llanblethian hill fort 
(CADW scheduled ancient monument). 

The site amendments ASA 5 and ASA 11 not only 
take up the present dairy pasture of Darren Farm, but 
also extend to the east over the present farmhouse, 
cowsheds, milking parlour and other farm facilities, 
which would remove from the farming tenant all 
possibility of living or farming on the site. 


The proposed relocated link road to take heavy 
goods traffic within 160m of 12th century 
Llanfrynach church would destroy its present 
peaceful tranquility. 

This proposed expanded site development 
allocation (like the original), is in total conflict with 
the 2003 public inquiry Inspector’s report 
recommending that this historic landscape is 
preserved and not developed; ratified by the Welsh 
Assembly. 

Those readers wishing to comment on this 
proposed site expansion can do so before May 1 on 
the council comment form, obtainable on the 
alternative sites consultation page of the VOG 
website, or by letter.

Homes: ‘Look to bigger picture ’ 


W HAT I don’t 

understand about 
the current draft 
LDP is the Vale Council’s 
willingness to build a large 
development of houses in a 
special landscape area - 
for example, with the St 
Athan Road candidate 
site - which will have an 
irreversible detrimental 
impact on the landscape 
setting of Cowbridge... 

Then, however, be so rigid in 
their reluctance to consider the 
redevelopment of The Second 
World War airbase at Llandow, 
which is desperately in need of 
new life. 

Llandow Newydd has been put 
forward as an alternative site (not 


by the council) and I strongly 
urge Vale residents to back this 
alternative site and complete the 
council’s LDP alternative site 
representation form, which you 
can do online and only takes a 
few minutes. 

To build Llandow Newydd 
would certainly require a long¬ 
term strategy and vision, but 
surely this is what this LDP 
process is all about? 

If done properly, this scheme 
would provide new homes, a relief 
road for Llyswomey, new primary 
school and even a train stop. 

This option, to me, makes far 
more sense than adding 
developments onto existing towns 
and villages which would spoil 
the landscape of these areas - 
such as in Cowbridge - and put 
even more pressure on existing 
services, schools and 


infrastructure. 

Has the LDP team completed a 
traffic survey in Cowbridge at 
peak times? For example, the 
roads leading up to the traffic 
light junction at Eastgate and St 
Athan Road would certainly not 
be able to cope with a possible 
extra 200 cars as well as other 
vital services in Cowbridge. 

Please can the Vale Council 
look at the bigger picture and listen 
to existing residents when we say 
that schools and infrastructure 
could not cope if extra housing 
developments are added. 

Building in existing 
communities may be the simpler 
and cheaper option, but that 
doesn’t make it the better one for 
the Vale as a whole. The Llandow 
Newydd scheme should be fully 
reconsidered.

PENARTH COMPUTER 
CLUB: Heartbleed Bug

RECENT news has been filled with 
reports of the Heartbleed Bug and the 
picture is somewhat confusing as is some 
of the advice. 

Companies have IT experts to do what is 
necessary, but where does that leave the domestic 
users? 

To begin with, it will be helpful to understand 
what has happened and try to put things into 
perspective. 

It is called a bug, but that is not a virus. A virus 
is a deliberate attack to achieve some purpose. 

This bug is an accidental error of coding that 
leaves a potential security flaw in a widely used 
encryption programme. 

It was introduced inadvertently in February 
2012, and has only recently been spotted. 

As it was not spotted by the good guys, it is 
thought it was not spotted by the bad guys either 
(it is likely that someone would have bragged 
about their cleverness and published some of the 
data they stole, but that hasn’t happened.) 

The downside is they cannot be certain, because 
attacks do not leave any digital ‘fingerprint’. 

The flaw would permit a hacker to get around 
encryption software and steal data, such as 
passwords. 

This would leave a lot of web sites (about 70 per 
cent) open to risk. 

It is not enough to note that the website you are 
using has a little padlock in the header because the 
security programme affected is one that will show 
the padlock. 

Exploitation would allow a hacker to read 64k 
of a server’s memory. Whilst that is a tiny part of 
the memory, the attack could be repeated many 
times. 

Even so, the hacker cannot browse and choose 
what he steals and has to make sense of what he 
gets. 

The point is, passwords could be compromised. 

Since the weakness has been reported, there has 
been a rush to update security and many major 
websites were fixed within days and more are 
working on it. No doubt the hackers will be busy 


too and some sites have had data stolen. 

Social network sites carry a lot of personal data 
that hackers would like to grab, and these sites are 
saying that you should change your password. You 
need to be sure that they are safe before you 
change your password, of course, because if they 
are not, your new password will be at risk. 

At least one expert advises that if a site gives 
you the option to use additional safeguards (most 
bank sites) you should opt to use them. The extra 
safeguard will help. 

Some sites have informed their users that they 
are not vulnerable and to carry on as before. If you 
are concerned about a site you regularly use, then 
ask them for clarification. 

Don’t use the same password everywhere. If you 
lose one to a hacker, you have lost them all.

Schools crack the 
Coding Olympics! 


ON April 15, the first All Girls 
Coding and Programming 
Olympics, sponsored by BT, 
was held at the Urdd Sleepover 
Centre in Cardiff Bay. 

Club Innov8 is the Communities 
First poverty deprivation grant project 
run between four Barry schools: Bryn 
Hafren Girls High School and 
Cadoxton, Colcot and Jenner Park 
Primaries in Barry. 

The project has a ful- time dedicated 
co-ordinator and is run in conjunction 
with the Big Learning Company. The 
aim is to enthuse and engage children 
and their families in STEM (science, 
technology, engineering and maths) 
subjects and to provide inspiration for 
those children to pursue careers in 
those disciplines. 

The aim of the two-day Olympic 


event was to increase the number of 
girls interested in coding and coding 
careers, as so few women are currently 
involved in the industry. 

There were various activities and 
challenges involving computer 
programming, coding and app 
building - such as designing and 
coding a working clock on an iPad, and 
creating a virtual fish tank using Kodu, 
a Microsoft program which teaches 
children how to code. 

“I like the workshops because it was 
something new that I had never done 
before and I really enjoyed it,” said 
Louana, Cadoxton Primary. 

“My favourite part of the two days 
was watching the banana piano, 
helping the girls, and having a 
delicious dinner in Cardiff Bay,” said 
Rhys, ex-Cadoxton Primary/co 
director of Mileometre Media 11. 


DRUG TESTING CARRIED 
OUT AT A BARRY PUB 


T HE evening of Friday, March 
28, saw officers from South 
Wales Police carry out drug 
testing at The Buccaneer pub in 
Barry. 

This initiative was in partnership 
with the licensee of The Buccaneer 
and the Safer Vale Partnership team 
from Barry Police Station. 

A state of the art drug itemiser 
machine was used to carry out the 
tests by swabbing clients’ hands prior 
to entry to The Buccaneer. 

Over 100 customers were tested as 
a condition of entry into the pub. This 


involved them having their hands 
swabbed with a piece of paper which 
was then fed into the machine. 

“From the swab, the machine 
could then detect any illegal 
substance and the level of that drug 
found on the swab. 

Inspector Paul Tinkler said: “This 
series of operations shows the 
commitment of South Wales Police, 
with its partners, to tackle all forms of 
criminality. 

“Owing to this approach we have 
seen reductions in both violent crime 
and alcohol related incidents.” 


Off-road bikes 
are targeted 
in Barry Docks 


POLICE in Barry 
have launched an 
operation to tackle 
a seasonal rise in 
road-related anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

The fine weather 
and lighter nights have 
brought an increase in 
complaints about off¬ 
road motorbikes being 
driven around Barry 
Docks and also 
annoyance from loud 
music being played 
from parked cars at 
the Waterfront. 

PC Nicola Owen, 
neighbourhood beat 
manager from Barry 
Police Station said: 

“Unfortunately, at

MP’s concern at delay 
to eastern promenade 


THE local MP says 
he is concerned that 
work on the eastern 
promenade at 
Barry Island may 
not be finished until 
early summer. 

Alun Cairns told 
The GEM that he had 
written to the Vale 
Council to find out 
when the completion 
date will be and 
whether the extension 
to work would increase 
costs for the tax-payer. 

Originally, work was 
due to be complete in 
March. 

He said: “Having 
already seen the 
regeneration of the 
Eastern promenade 
delayed from its 
original completion 
date of March, the 
scheme is apparently 
now facing further 
delay and uncertainty. 

“I was led to believe 
that it would finally be 
delivered in May, but 
suggestions that this 
could be as late as 
early summer are now 
very concerning 
indeed. 

“I have written to 
the Vale Council 
seeking clarity on the 
matter. 

“Residents are 
entitled to ask whether 
these delays are going 
to cost the taxpayer 
money and there are 
obvious complications

when projects like this 
cross over into a new 
financial year, 
particularly from a 
budgeting point of 
view.” 

The director of 
development services, 
Rob Thomas, stated 
that the council hoped 
to finish work by the 
end of June. 


He explained: 

“There have been some 
delays to the 
regeneration work on 
the eastern promenade. 

“These are a result 
of a number of factors, 
not least the storms 
that hit Barry Island 
earlier in the year. 

“The council is 
working with the 


contractor, WRW 
Construction, to 
complete the 
improvements to the 
promenade as quickly 
as possible.” 

He added: “Our aim 
is to finish the work by 
the end of June. The 
cost of the scheme is 
still within the budget 
provided at the outset 
of the project.”

A PHEASANT’S 
LOT IS NOT A 
HAPPY ONE ... 


THE speaker at the 
Barry Men’s Forum 
meeting last week was 
Harold Williams, who 
in the 1970 was 
earning £50 per week 
as a shipwright in the 
north, applied for a 
position as an 
assistant gamekeeper 
on a local estate. 

This paid him £17 per 
week and provided him 
with a caravan that had 
electricity, but no water 
or toilet facilities. 

His job was to prepare 
for a pheasant shoot. He 
explained that the annual 
work as a gamekeeper 
was to rear the 
pheasants. 

Normally a pheasant 
will produce 
approximately 15 eggs, 
but when the nest had 
about seven eggs in it, 
they would remove the 
excess eggs, and the bird 
would go on producing 
far more eggs. 

The eggs were then 
incubated in heated 
pens. He would whistle 
a regular tune/ditty so 
that the birds grew to 
know the whistle, and 
later in life would come 


to the whistle! They 
were slowly introduced 
to the woodlands in wire 
cages, until they were 
able to go out into the 
woods. However, as 
there was no suitable 
food for them, they were 
fed wheat, which had the 
problem of attracting 
other birds and vermin 
which had to be 
deterred. 

As pheasants much 
prefer to walk or run and 
not to fly, when the 
‘shoots’ are on from 
November to February, 
they have to be made to 
fly by the beaters. 

Harold emphasised 
that these activities are 
very much contrived 
events, mainly for social 
occasions, with the birds 
being bred, fed and 
encouraged to fly, just so 
they can be shot at! 

The Barry Men’s 
Forum goes on its 
annual Outing next week, 
this year visiting 
Cosford. This will be 
the last meeting of the 
present series. 

The next session 
commences on the first 
Thursday in October.

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More growth in Wales than rest of 

UK - it’s good news for the young 



THERE has been a 
great deal to 
welcome in the 
weeks leading up to 
Easter, which will 
provide new 
opportunities and 
prospects for many 
people in the Vale 
and Wales as a 
whole. 

The latest 

employment figures 
again show 

unemployment in Wales 
falling with a rate of 6.8 
per cent compared with 
6.9 per cent in the UK 
which shows that Wales 
is continuing to 
outperform the rest of 
the UK, as the First 
Minister, Carwyn Jones 
said last week when the 
latest figures were 
published. 

He went on to say that 
over the past year, Wales 
has seen the largest 
increase in the rate of 
employment and a lower 
unemployment rate than 
the UK average and we 
have seen a bigger 
growth in private sector 
employment than in 
England, Scotland or 
Northern Ireland. 

Most importantly, 
economic inactivity and 
youth unemployment are 
falling more in Wales 
than in nearly all other 
parts of the UK. 

This is very important 
news for the young 


people I met with 
the Education and 
Skills Minister, Huw 
Lewis last week 
with the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council 
who have been 
elected by their 
peers to serve in the 
first ever Vale of 
Glamorgan youth 
cabinet. Introduced 
to the minister by 
the Leader, Coun 
Neil Moore, the 
youth cabinet 
members asked the 
education minister a 
series of thoughtful 
questions, which 
indicated their high 
level of understanding 
and commitment to their 
new important roles, as 
‘ambassadors and 
champions’ of young 
people in the county. 

We talked about the 
opportunities provided 
by the Welsh 
Government’s ‘Jobs 
Growth Wales’ 
programme for 16 to 24 
year olds which has a 
success rate of 80 per 
cent with 11,000 jobs 
now created and also 
220 young people have 
set up their own 
businesses through this 
programme. 

The number of new 
apprentices in Wales has 
risen from 17,900 in 
2011/12 to 18,030 in 
2012/13 and 90 per cent 
of qualified Welsh 
apprentices go into 


sustained employment or 
further learning. All this 
backed by Welsh 
Government and 
European funding. 

Our tourism industry 
has also grown over the 
past year with nearly 10 
million people visiting 
Wales, boosting the 
economy by £1.7bn. 

This will include visitors 
to the Vale of Glamorgan 
with Barry Island and 
the Heritage Coast as 
part of the Wales Coast 
Path all benefiting from 
the boost. 

Travelling on the 
Barry Tourist Railway 
with Culture and Sport 
Minister John Griffiths 
provided an opportunity 
for us to view the works 
on the Waterfront with 
the new road layout to 
Barry Island clearly 


visible. 

I was also pleased 
to join the Deputy 
Minister for Skills 
and Technology Ken 
Skates last week in 
Cowbridge at the site 
of a superfast 
broadband cabinet on 
the High Street 
which will enable 
businesses to work 
faster and more 
efficiently with faster 
upload and download 
speeds. 

This was good 
news for the Bear 
Hotel where we 
discussed the 
opportunities this will 
provide for visitors and 
business people staying 
at the hotel as well as for 
local businesses in the 
wider Vale. 

I was able to make the 
point that European 
investment is playing a 
major role in helping 
deliver Next Generation 
Broadband to 96 per 
cent of Wales’ homes 
and businesses by 2016. 

The combined 
investment in fibre 
broadband in Wales is 
around £425m of which 
£90m is from the 
European Development 
Fund with BT funding of 
£220m, Welsh 
Government £5 8m and 
UK Government £57m. 

So this is all good and 
promising news for the 
Vale and for Wales as we 
enjoy the spring Easter 


sunshine, which was 
welcome on the annual 
Good Friday Walk of 
Witness through Barry, 
with a large crowd 
gathering as we walked 
to King’s Square with 
the churches of Barry. 

We also reflected on 
those in need in our 
communities, as I see in 
my surgeries, and this 
was expressed very 
clearly last week by 
religious leaders and 
faith groups who called 
for action to tackle food 
poverty. 

The Archbishop of 
Wales, Barry Morgan 
gave a strong message 
saying: “It’s incredible 
that in a country as 
relatively wealthy as 
ours, where we talk of 
economic recovery, there 
are still people who have 
to depend on food 
handouts to feed their 
families.” 

We seek a fair and 
balanced economic 
recovery which can 
bring hope and 
prospects for all, 
especially our young 
people, the vulnerable in 
our community and 
those in need and we 
must invest wisely to 
achieve this.

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BARRY YOUTH 
RAPED BOY 


A YOUTH who 
appeared at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court admitted 
raping a boy in a 
house in Barry. 

The teenager, who 
cannot be identified for 
legal reasons, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of 
rape and inciting the 
boy to engage in sexual 
activity. 

He was sentenced to 
an intensive supervision 
order for two years, 
made subject to an 8pm 
to 6.30am 

electronically-tagged 

curfew. 

In addition, he was 
made subject to a sexual 
offences prevention 
order for two-and-a-half 
years, and to register as 
a sex offender. 

Judge Eleri Rees told 
the youth: “It goes 
without saying that this 
kind of sexual activity 
was appalling. 

“His mother has 
suffered anguish and 
anger, and is concerned 
at the impact on the boy. 

“If the defendant 
were 18 or over, it 
would have been a 
significant custodial

sentence.” 

She said that he had 
shown genuine remorse 
and shame. 

Prosecutor David 
Lloyd said that on 
October 29, the victim 
went to an address in 
Barry where the 
offences occurred. 

The defendant, who 
had no previous 
convictions, told him to 
tell no-one what had 
happened and if he did, 
he himself would get 
into trouble. 

Later, the victim’s 
mother became 
concerned at her son’s 
behaviour and when she 
questioned him, he 
disclosed what had 
happened. 

The defendant denied 
what occurred and the 
police were contacted. 
He was interviewed on 
three occasions, and 
again denied that 
anything had happened. 

When DNA evidence 
was put to him, he 
continued his denial, but 
at his final interview 


made admissions, 
showed some remorse, 
and apologised for not 
telling the truth. 

Mr Lloyd said a 
victim impact statement 
highlighted the effect on 
him and his family. 

The defendant’s 
solicitor, Stephen 
Clarke, said the court 
had to take into account 
the welfare of the 
defendant. 

“He is naive and 
socially isolated. In the 
past, he was bullied at 
school and found it 
difficult to cope.” 

He said he had made 
no attempt to minimise 
the seriousness of his 
actions. 

“Initially, he could 
not face up to doing 
wrong. He has let down 
his family and 
everybody else,” said 
Mr Clarke. 

His mother, he 
continued, supported 
him and she felt 
ashamed. 

Custody, said Mr 
Clarke, would have 
serious consequences. 

“He wants to work, 
and he wants to 
progress,” he added.

Libraries to take 
on a wider role? 


ON April 28, the 
Vale Council’s 

cabinet will 

consider a report on 
the future of library 
services in the Vale 
that stipulates no 
libraries will close. 

Instead, the council is 
considering working in 
partnership with 

community groups and 
volunteers to broaden 
their use. 

Coun Neil Moore, 
Leader of the council, 
said: “No changes to 
library services in the 
Vale have been agreed. 
However, due to the 
financial pressure that we 
are currently facing, 
cabinet will be 
considering a report on 
the future of libraries in 
the Vale. No library 
closures are being 
proposed. 

“The proposed 

changes that will be 
given consideration are 
the result of an in-depth 
review of the library 
service and have been 
shaped by a programme 


of consultation with both 
library users and library 
staff. 

“Following 
consideration by cabinet, 
the report will then be 
referred to the Lifelong 
Learning Scrutiny 
committee for their 
comment. Further 
engagement with the 
local community will 
also be required.” 

Following the review, 
the council has begun to 
have preliminary 

discussions with library 
staff about what the 
changes, if implemented, 
could mean for them. 
Coun Moore said: “It is 
our policy to engage with 
staff at the earliest 
opportunity on issues 
that may affect them. 
For this reason library 
managers have had some 
initial discussions with 
staff. 

“In the event of any 
change to how library 
services are delivered, 
we will work very hard to 
ensure that any impact on 
staff is minimal,” he 
added.

BEEN DRAGGED KICKING AND SCREAMING 


I CANNOT begin this month without 
confirming that, at long last, contracts 
between the Vale Council, the Welsh 
Government and the Waterfront Housing 
Consortium have finally been signed. 

Regrettably, I am not surprised that other political 
parties have claimed credit, when they actually had 
no involvement. 

I have confirmed many times that the second road 
to the Island would be built as soon as possible, and 
that the legal detail needed lengthy negotiations to 
achieve it and also to protect Vale taxpayers’ money. 

No-one has forced us “kicking and screaming” to 
get it done. I want to make it clear that without the 
hard work of Vale officers, it would not have been 
achieved, albeit on the last minute on March 31. 

I am also happy that a recent report on the Vale 
Council’s waste management confirms that services 
have improved during 2012/13. The cost of 
providing the household waste service has reduced 
and is the third lowest in Wales, on a per household 
basis. 

I would like to thank the Vale team for their 
efforts, which are much appreciated by everyone. 

Assembly visitors 

WE take every opportunity to support and to 
promote the Vale and since writing my last 
column, we have welcomed a plethora of Welsh 
Government Ministers. 

We have met with Jane Hutt AM, our directly- 
elected Assembly Member and Finance Minister, 
several times and Jane has accompanied me and 
several of my cabinet colleagues, visiting various 
locations in the Vale. 

Carl Sergeant AM, Minister for Housing and 
Regeneration, has visited on two occasions, initially 
looking at the new development at the old 
magistrates court, which incorporates social 
housing within the site. 

Carl also visited a private house that had been 
empty for some considerable time, which is now 
being renovated through the Welsh Government’s 
empty homes strategy. 

This renovation is a partnership between the 
council, Welsh Government, and United Welsh 
Housing Association using SMK, a local building 
contractor to carry out the work. 


United Welsh will then rent it as a family home. 
On my visit, I was accompanied by Coun Bronwen 
Brooks, and we were very impressed with the 
concept and are looking forward to seeing the 
finished home, which will only take about four 
weeks to complete. 

Leisure talks 

LAST week, Coun Gwyn John and I had a 
meeting with John Griffiths AM, Minister for 
Culture and Sport, who visited us to find out how 
our extremely popular leisure centres are being 
operated and how our partnership with 
Parkwood Leisure was developing. 

After that, he discussed walking and cycling 
provision in the Vale, visited the Pumphouse with 
Coun Lis Burnett and Jane Hutt AM, to see how 
Welsh Government and the Vale Council working 
together are bringing the building back to positive 
use. 

John Griffiths AM will be returning to the Vale to 
launch a new ‘Love the Welsh Coast Campaign’, 
where he will be walking part of the coastal path at 
Southerndown with members of various groups, 
council officers and Vale councillors on Saturday, 
May 3. 

The importance of these visits can be seen, 
following the visit of Edwina Hart, Minister for 
Economy, Science and Transport, who, since her 
visit to hear about the Vale’s Greenlinks service, has 
announced that the Vale of Glamorgan is to be one 
of two pilot projects funded by the Welsh 
Government to explore new ways of delivering 
public transport services. 

Last week, I met with Huw Lewis AM, Minister 
for Education and Skills and discussed various 
issues. Later Huw, Coun Chris Elmore, Jane Hutt 
AM and I met with the recently elected youth 
cabinet, along with other members of the Vale youth 
forum and forum trustees. 

They greeted him with enthusiasm and grilled 
him in depth about several topical education issues. 
I know he was impressed and the young members 
should be congratulated for their efforts. 

Actually, the new youth forum had quite a busy 
afternoon. Earlier that day the youth cabinet also 
quizzed Coun Elmore and me on various issues, 
while also answering questions from Peter Collins a 
local reporter.

Amazing Spiderman 2 

FLAWED BUT FUN! 


THE Amazing Spiderman 2 is a lesson in 
cinema commercialism if there ever was 
one, being the fifth film in 14 years about 
the arachnid-empowered superhero. 

Director Sam Raimi made three with Tobey 
Maguire as his lead and now there are two from 
Marc Webb (500 Days of Summer, 2009) and the 
English actor Andrew Garfield - and there are at 
least another two planned; and so you have to 
admire the ingenious ways that Sony-Columbia- 
Marvel have found to continually tell us stories 
we’ve been told countless times before. 

Two of the most successful genres in cinema at 
the moment are the superhero and the young 
adult - and the appeal of Spiderman is that he is 
possessed of both and remains perhaps the most 
‘comic book’ of them all. 

It is the only young-person superhero franchise, 
and it is that adolescence that allows the leads to 
energetically explore such themes as young love, 
youthful exuberance and questionable judgement.

also by the promise he was forced to make to the 
father of his love-interest Gwen Stacey, played by 
Emma Stone before he died - who warned Peter to 
stay away from his daughter. 

And further to that is Harry Osbourn, played 
marvellously by Dane De Haan ( Chronicle , 2012), 
Peter’s childhood friend, who having gone away to 
boarding school returns to New York just in time to 
be handed a poisoned chalice by his dying father. 

Andrew Garfield’s Spiderman (whose gangly 
adolescence bears a passing similarity to Andy 
Murray), may well be out and about in the world, 
but he still has one foot in school; and in this way 
he is still very much an adolescent dealing with 
adult problems. 

Parker breaks up with Gwen, who prepares to 
head off for a new life in England. 

He then has to deal with a brace of super 
villains in De Haan’s Green Goblin and Jamie 
Foxx’s Max Dillon/Electro, neither of whom 
really want to be criminals, but inadvertently turn 
to evil as a last resort, perhaps in a perfect world 
they might even have been friends with Spidey. 

Parker receives Gwen’s message indicating her 
intention to move to England, and manages to 
catch her just in time, professes his love for her, 
and they agree to go to England together - but in 
tragic irony, he leaves her to go and fight Electro. 

As a theme-park ride, Spiderman does deliver, 
but the strongest scenes in the film are those 
between Garfield and Stone and then Garfield and 
DeHaan, where they bond over being children of 
fathers who sacrificed family for their work. 

Andrew Garfield’s Peter Parker has charm and 
there is a genuine romantic spark between him and 
Emma Stone, who is sharp, clever and cute. 
Without her, this film would clunk rather than 
sparkle. 

The film is far from being perfect, it may have 
dodgy logic and there may be a few too many 
jokes, but it remains fun cinema, satisfying and 
with an emotive twist in the tail.

Daniel’s journey to Africa on ‘Courage 
to make a Difference Kilimanjaro climb’ 

A campaigner for health services in Africa 
completed the challenge of a lifetime by 1 
taking part in a charity climb of Mount 
Kilimanjaro. 

Daniel Nadzo is well known in Barry and 
Bridgend for his work for River Africa, a charity 
which seeks to improve the hospital provision for 
mums and babies in his native Zimbabwe. 

Fast year, he told The GEM about his dream of 
climbing the highest peak on the continent of Africa 
for a cause close to his heart. 

He told The GEM: “On Tuesday, March 18,1 left 
my family and set off on an exhilarating adventure to 
trek up Mount Kilimanjaro and touch ‘the roof of 
Africa’ to raise funds to start a chicken project in 
Zimbabwe for the charity River Africa. 

“The funds raised from the chicken project will be 
used to build a mother and baby clinic in a hard to

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reach area of Zimbabwe.” 

At 19,341 feet, Mount Kilimanjaro is the highest 
‘free-standing’ peak in the world. It is located in 
Tanzania and is composed of three volcanic cones: 
Kibo, Mawenzi and Shira. In popular culture, it was 
immortalised in Ernest Hemingway’s short story 
‘The Snows of Kilimanjaro’. In fact, Daniel 
experienced those ‘snows’ on his push for the 
summit. 

Daniel took a six hour flight from Heathrow 
Airport to Doha; a second five hour flight on to Dar 
es Salaam, and then a one-hour flight to Kilimanjaro 
Airport. 

Daniel said: “The friendly face of my ‘Shah Tours’ 
representative waiting for me with a vehicle to take 
me to Mountain Inn was very welcome. 

“The sight of Kilimanjaro’s magnificent peak, 
which appeared to float above the clouds in front of 
me, took my breath away as we drove to Mountain 
Inn. I have climbed it before but no matter how many 
times you see it, the effect is the same.” 

Daniel spent three days at Mountain Inn 
acclimatising and recovering from the jet lag. 

“Mount Kilimanjaro soared up into the sky in the 
distance, providing inspiration and intimidation in

equal measure!” 

On the fourth day Daniel and the members of his 
party set off to conquer the legendary peak. 

“Following a hearty breakfast we jumped into a 
4x4. The excitement was palpable as we started our 
drive to Machame Gate to begin the climb. 

“Cruising along the road I could see Kilimanjaro 
from my window and it looked magnificent in the 
distance. 

“It became apparent to us that there was more 
snow up on the peak than there had been the previous 
day. At Machame Gate, I went to register our climb 
with the rangers, then we set off. 

“We ambled along the track up into the rain forest, 
and came upon some blue monkeys within a few 
metres of our trek. They didn’t appear to be too 
bothered by our presence. 

“A few hundred metres into the trail the path 
became much steeper, snaking up through the green 
forest, up past hanging tendrils and huge ferns.” 

Above the 2,200 metre point, the party paused to 
get their breath. For some people, the difficulty of a 
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trek at altitude was beginning to set in. 

“I reminded them to take it slow - ‘pole pole’ in 
Swahili. We trekked for five hours, stopping for a 
packed lunch with an amazing view. 

“We arrived at our camp to find that our ever 
competent porters had already set up camp and were 
in the process of preparing our evening meal. 

“In the wake of our meal we all crawled exhausted 
into our two man tents for a fitful night’s sleep.” 

SILENCE AND SNOW 

The daily routine of a long, upward march was 
repeated every day for five days. The difference for 
the walkers was that every step became more 
laboured as they ascended higher altitudes and fought 
every step of the way. 

“On the penultimate day, we hiked for just over 
eight hours from Barranco to Barafu camp and with 
only four hours sleep, we were woken up at 11.30pm 
to start our eight hour summit attempt. 

“We drank tea and biscuits before we set off. 

“Snow began to fall in the silence of the night as 
we trudged slowly up the dark track. 

“The darkness hugged the skyline ahead, except 
for odd clusters of snaking lights from other groups 
silently navigating their way to Uhuru Peak.” 

For Daniel and his companions, it was the most 
agonising part of the climb. 

“I occasionally looked back to encourage people 
behind me who were suffering and struggling to 
breathe. Some were gasping for air with every step. 
We endured this for six to seven hours.” 

But having come so far, Daniel was determined to 
reach his final goal. 

“I kept motivated by reminding myself of the 
reasons why I had embarked upon this journey. 

“I thought of the sick wife in Zimbabwe whose 
husband has to take her to the rural clinic in a 
wheelbarrow on a four hour walk 

“I thought of the suffering infants and expectant 
mothers that will be supported by River Africa, and 
gritted my teeth and kept moving. 

“We paused briefly to take stock of everyone’s 
health. A few people did not feel well, so the decision 
was made to split the group and send those that did 
not feel well back down accompanied by the deputy 
guide and two porters. 

“The rest of us ploughed onward and upward. 
Hours passed as we hiked up in a stupor-like state. 

“The local head-guide quietly muttered something 
and pointed to a shining light up ahead. It was Stella 
Point, a key landmark in our ascent. 

“I informed other members of the group that we 
were now very near to the summit and it would take 
us a further 50 to 60 minutes to get there.” 

The moment the party reached the summit was a 
never to be forgotten- 
moment. 

Daniel explained: “The 
rising sun cast a fier r 
orange glow enveloping 
the snow-capped mountaii i 
with its golden rays. The 
faint golden light seemed 
to bleed across the horizon. 

“We stopped t< • 
appreciate the view. From 
that point we could see 
awe-inspiring whit<: 
glaciers gleaming to the 
east and the snowy crate ■ 
to the west. 

“Most of the people in 
the group had never seen 
such an enchanting site am 
started to feel emotional. 

“Some had tear; 

running down their faces. 

Hugs and kisses were 
exchanged as peoph: 
shared this enthralling 
moment of a lifetime.

this year with a small group to attempt to conquer

“Although we had about eight more hours to 
descend down to Mweka camp for our last night on 
the mountain, the sense of elation was clear on 
everyone’s faces. 

“Everyone expressed the opinion that despite the 
pain and effort it was worth every drop of sweat, 
every effort and every tear.”

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GEM SPECIAL REPORT: AN ALARMING 
INCREASE IN THE USE OF FOODBANKS 




SOAP or soup. That 
was the choice facing 
an actress friend of 
mine many years 
ago. From a ‘good’ 
background, but 
living in 
prohibitively 
expensive London 
while struggling to 
make her name, she 
was pregnant with 
her first child - and 
yet close to hitting 
rock bottom. 

Managing to liberate a 
piece of soap from a 
public loo, she was 
eventually able to afford a 
small tin of soup-and 
staved off hunger for one 
more night for her and her 
growing baby. 

The memory of this tale 
resonates with alarming 
clarity today, as we, as a 
nation, face the worst 
food crisis in decades. 

Thousands of people 
in Wales and across the 
UK are turning, in 
growing numbers, to 
Food Banks, which are 
now springing up all over 
Britain. 

In Wales, there are 
currently 36, covering 
approximately 80 towns 
and cities. In the last 18 
months alone, 14 new 
banks have opened 
across Wales. 

Last week’s figures 
from the Trussed Trust, 
which runs most of the 
422 banks nationwide, 
saw a tripling of those 
using their service 
nationwide: 346,992 in 

2012- 2013, and a 
staggering 913,138 in 

2013- 2014. Here in 
Wales, 79,049 visited 
foodbanks in the last year, 
an increase of 120 per 
cent. Shocking. And 
deeply worrying. 

With low wages, lack 
of employment, benefits 
delays and rising food and 
energy costs, you or I 
could so easily be the 
next person affected. 

It is a sobering thought. 
To eat or to heat? Or, 


without the help of a 
Food Bank, possibly 
neither? For thousands 
(close to 1 million in 
Britain), forget 
swallowing a nourishing 
meal, made from fresh 
ingredients, personally 
purchased. 

It’s a case of 
swallowing pride and 
dignity instead, walking 
into a Food Bank and 
taking what is offered 
from a list of non- 
perishable foods. Handout 
Heaven it certainly isn’t. 

This growing frontline, 
emergency-food service 
has been much maligned 
since the first bank was 
opened in a Salisbury 
garden shed and garage in 
2000, with one leading 
politician claiming 
recently that users were 
largely those who “were 
not best able to manage 
their finances”. 

Other critics have 
referred to the banks as a 
“sticking plaster 
solution”- temporary in 
nature (the banks supply 
an emergency three-day 
food supply to clients) 
and thus ill-equipped to 
deal with the root causes 
of the poverty plight. 

Claims have also been 
made that some visitors 
are unscrupulously selling 
on the free food. With 
such negativity clouding 
the excellent work of 
what many clients deem 
‘lifesavers’, I recently 
visited two food banks - 
Nolton Street in Bridgend 
and the Coastlands 
Church in Barry - to try 
to get beneath the political 
posturing and harsh 
assessments. What is fife 
really like for Food Bank 
users in our area? 

Within minutes of 
entering the Nolton Street 
branch, retired policeman, 
volunteer and trustee John 
Chapman debunked one 
of the major myths: 

“Class doesn’t come in to 
it. Fve seen people 
coming in and just by 
looking at their manner 
and dress and the way 
they speak, you can tell 
they are middle class. 

This food crisis doesn’t 
discriminate. It could 
affect any one of us”. 

John works alongside 
five other trustees and 
around 30 volunteers, all 
from different walks of 
fife. I met a retired 
primary schoolteacher 
and a young woman with 
a troubled background, 
who wanted “to give 
something back”. The 
Trussed Trust is a 


Christian organisation 
and, as with most of the 
Food Banks, the Bridgend 
one - the second busiest 
in Wales, with 8,721 
visitors last year- began 
in the nearby church. The 
Bridgend volunteers were 
unequivocal: “This work 
is very rewarding”. 

In John’s words: 
“Wearing my Christian 
hat, I try and think of how 
Jesus and his disciples 
would have acted seeing 
people going hungry on 
their doorstep. They 
wouldn’t have turned the 
other cheek”. 

Why does he think so 
many are in this position? 
“I don’t dwell too much 
on why. It’s not our role 
to consider the political 
agenda, for example, of 
foreign aid versus 
domestic aid and whether 
the Government should 
be doing more. I just get 
on with my job here of 
helping as many as we 
can. In 2012 we helped 
1,648. 

“In 2013,4353. This 
week’s figures, 8,721 
indicate that the numbers 
have nearly doubled 
again. We have more 
visitors than the Cardiff 
foodbanks (8,638 in the 
last year) and yet are a 
much smaller 
population”. 

‘Not scroungers’ 
THE clients I met 
confirmed John’s view 
and that of the Trussed 
Trust: visitors to the 
banks are “absolutely 
not scroungers” and 
“very rarely the 
homeless”. In fact, only 
4 per cent nationwide 
come into the latter 
category. 

Last year, 30 per cent 
of visitors nationwide 
were referred due to 
benefit delays; 18 per cent 
due to low income and 15 
per cent due to benefit 
changes. 

Referrals come from a 
wide range of 
organisations such as 
CAB, job centres, social 
work teams and medical 
professionals. The food 
donated and offered is all 
non-perishable; tins of 
soup and baked beans, 
dried milk, pasta or rice, 
tea or coffee and breakfast 
cereals. 

Last year, 3,400 tonnes 
of such food was donated 
nationally, with 90 per 
cent coming from the 
public. Other sources 
include supermarkets, 
other charities and, a 
major source for all

banks, local churches. 

Tony Graham, 
manager of the Wales 
Food Bank Network, 
stresses the importance 
and generosity of local 
communities in keeping 
the service going: “We 
are so grateful to the 
communities for their 
support. We couldn’t 
manage without them”. 

But there is an 
ambivalence in Tony’s 
assessment, echoed by 
many across the country: 
“We are both glad and sad 
about the current 
predicament. Glad, of 
course, that we continue 
to gamer so much support 
and to receive vital 
donations, but sad 
because of the continuing 
rise in numbers”. 

Tony, like John, is also 
keen to talk 

demographics: “So many 
of our clients are from the 
working poor - in jobs, 
but their wages are static 
and cannot keep up with 
the rise in food and fuel 
prices. The people we see 
are those who, 
historically, have been 
coping. This crippling 
recession has turned 
many into borderline 
hunger cases - and has 
tipped thousands over the 
edge”. 

Keen to negate the 
‘free for all’ image, Tony 
stresses: “We are not soup 
kitchens. The banks are 
for emergency aid. You 
can’t just turn up. People 
must have a referral and a 
voucher. I think that lends 
us more credibility in a 
way”. 

‘Jan’ and ‘Mike’, a 
young couple from 
Nantymoel, with a then 
nine week old baby, were 
collecting their three-day 
supply for the second 
time in Bridgend (clients 
have to have a voucher to 
receive the food and can, 
in theory, only use the 
service three times). 

Among the longlife 
fruit juice, jars and tins 
was, for Jan, an 
indispensable item and 
unequivocal lifesaver: 
formula milk for her baby 
son. 

Benefit 

delays 

“WE are here due to 
benefit delays. We both 
have major health 
issues, which mean we 


can’t work. I have 
epilepsy and Mike is my 
constant carer. Our 
council house is riddled 
with black mould and 
we have had to make 
the front room into a 
bedroom for the baby 
and put him outside as 
much as we can, even 
when it’s cold. And he’s 
so tiny - he was born six 
weeks premature. 

“Drug users leave 
needles in our drive. Yes, 
we have a roof over our 
heads, but it’s making us 
ill. This food really is a 
lifeline for us at the 
moment”. 

Mike appeared pale 
and sickly, as he fed his 
son in his arms. His 
mother-in-law, who can 
only see her grandson if 
she meets Mike and Jan at 
the Food Bank, as none of 
them can afford a bus 
fare, cleans toilets for a 
living: “I have always 
worked and paid my way. 
But life is so hard at the 
moment. My wages are 
so low”. And then, as a 
surprisingly optimistic 
afterthought, she adds: 
“But seeing what my son 
and family are going 
through makes me realise 
how lucky I am”. 

Like Jan and Mike, 
another young couple, 
‘Simon’ and ‘Jo’ found it 
“incredibly difficult” to 
turn up at the Bridgend 
Food Bank. The cap-in¬ 
hand, face-to-face 
procedure is clearly more 
ignominious than a 
benefit payment via a 
bank. But for all visitors, 
it is clearly Hobson’s 
choice. 

“You do feel 
humiliated,” says Jo, two 
carrier bags of tins and 
jars lying next to her. 

“But it’s our only choice. 
We both have mental 
health problems and were 
referred here by our social 
workers. Our benefits are 
late due to a postal error.” 

Simon adds: “I used to 
have my own building 
business. I’ve always 
worked. But then I fell ill 
and got behind with 
things and lost my van. 
You can’t run a building 
business without transport 
- and there’s no way I can 
afford another van at the 
moment. It’s a vicious 
circle”. 

While the clients 
collect their supplies, the 


friendly volunteers chat to 
them, offering tea and 
biscuits - and an 
invaluable listening ear. 
Simon and Jo refuse the 
offer of biscuits. I found 
that touching and, for me 
in my undeniably middle 
class bubble, instructive. 

These are not fife’s 
freeloaders. They are 
human beings who’ve 
been dealt a bad hand. 
Those of us in our warm, 
comfortable homes 
should not look on 
complacently. 

Vale Food Bank 

At the Vale Food Bank 
in Barry, established in 
2011 by Sue Lloyd-Selby, 
pastoral care is often 
administered by the pastor 
of the church himself. 
Mike Holmes works 
regularly as a volunteer 
alongside 50 or so others 
and both he and Sue 
stress the importance of 
‘signposting’ clients in 
various directions, so that 
they can access further 
help. 

In despair 

“PEOPLE invariably 
arrive in distress and 
despair,” observes Sue. 
‘They always begin by 
saying how embarrassed 
they are to be here. We 
try and take that stigma 
away and gently find 
out what brought them 
here, something other 
agencies may not have 
the time to do”. 

Sue, who juggles her 
daytime job with many 
hours at the Food Banks 
(a second one opened in 
Barry in February and 
there are outlets in Dinas 
Powys and Llantwit 
Major), is angry about the 
ongoing food crisis: “We 
are the seventh wealthiest 
nation in the world, yet 
we have people 
experiencing genuine 
hunger. It’s a disgrace. 
Rising costs and the 
welfare system are 
pushing people into 
poverty. 

“We can and must raise 
these issues with 
politicians - but we must 
also help people at 
grassroots level. There’s a 
perception that the Vale in 
general is an affluent area, 
but we have helped 6,600 
people in the last two 
years. Thousands of those 
are children. 

“Other affluent areas in

Wales are opening 
banks - the most recent is 
Monmouth. And yes, we 
have had the occasional 
person in from 
Cowbridge”. 

The Coastlands centre 
offers books and clothing, 
as well as food. Sue is 
keen to emphasise that, in 
some cases, ongoing help 
is a necessity. “If people 
continue to struggle after 
they’ve used their three 
vouchers, we don’t just 
abandon them. There are 
mechanisms and 
compassion in place. And 
if someone does turn up 
without one, we always 
sit with them and offer 
them a cup of tea and 
biscuits, to try and sort 
things out”. 

One of the most 
shocking realisations for 
Food Bank workers 
nationwide is that clients 
are unable to accept some 
items: “We have learned 
to ask people whether 
they have a cooker. Many 
don’t, nor a microwave. 
We are devising meal 
plans using only a kettle. 
That’s how desperate 
some people are. We’ve 
occasionally been 
criticised for giving pet 
food, but we’ve heard of 
people who will open a 
tin of tuna and give it to 
their beloved pet. 

“From our experience, 
parents will feed the 
children first, then the 
animals. They always 
come last”. 

Does Sue think she and 
her volunteers can solve 
the hunger problem? “No, 
of course not. There 
should be more help from 
the welfare system. But 
there’s not. I see our work 
as similar to First Aid. 
Ambulance staff can’t 
prevent the accidents, but 
that doesn’t stop them 
from helping, does it?” 

In the Coastlands 


centre, a welcoming 
environment with sofas 
and comfy chairs and a 
constant supply of tea 
from the volunteers, I sat 
and chatted to Stephan, 
aged 38. Having been 
helped by the Food Bank, 
he now works there as a 
volunteer and brings his 
partner and two young 
children with him. 

Endearingly, while I 
talked to Stephan, his 
partner sat with their son 
reading one of the many 
books available. Stephan, 
a softly spoken, articulate 
young man with a gentle 
nature, was clearly 
distressed at having had 
to use the service. I 
wondered what had led 
him there. 

“I was with the MoD 
for six years. Then 
invalided out. I have 
struggled to find work 
since then.” He lowered 
his gaze. “Iraq?” 

He nodded. “I was 
right next to a blast and 
have lost the sight in one 
eye. I have post traumatic 
stress disorder. There has 
been a delay in processing 
my benefits claim. I don’t 
get anything from the 
MoD. 

“At the moment, we 
are living on £26 a week 
plus our child benefit of 
£34. We obviously can’t 
afford clothes for the 
children. I don’t know 
what we would have done 
without this help. 

“I have regular 
blackouts and need my 
partner with me. I have 
tried looking for jobs, but 
have been turned down 
for many because of my 
health problems. But I’m 
still looking”. 

For Stephan, giving 
back to the Food Bank, 
gives him back some 
dignity and pride.

I leave the Barry 
centre, feeling 
incredibly lucky-and 
deeply grateful. And 
yes, if I’m honest, 
almost a tad 
uncomfortable with my 
own relatively affluent 
lifestyle, even if I do 
work incredibly hard. 

As a freelancer, with 
my own health issues, I 
feel acutely aware that if 
my husband did not 
have a good job, we too, 
could be part of the cap- 
in-hand contingent. 

My 17-year-old 
daughter had 
accompanied me on the 
Vale visit. She asked me 
what I felt about the 
whole initiative. The 
tmth is, I am in awe of 
the charitable nature of 
our communities. In 
awe of the tireless 
volunteers. In awe of 
the stoicism of those I 
met. 

But, like many before 
me, I have to question 
whether this growing 
venture, despite being a 
vital first aid 


intervention, is the best 
long-term solution. I 
simply don’t know. 

On the way home, I 
think of the criminal 
food waste in the UK. 
Of the 30,000 tons of 
food that Britain’s 
leading supermarket 
alone threw away in the 
first six months of last 
year. Of the critics who 
question why some 
Food Bank users are 
overweight. 

Of their observations 
that filfing these people 
with tins and jars is 
compounding the 
country’s growing 
obesity problem. Of the 
wider debate 
surrounding the poor in 
the UK - do we really 
let people starve like 
those at death’s door in 
developing countries? 

One thing I do 
know - discourse means 
nothing when you’re 
faced with a soup or 
soap situation. I’m 
‘hungry’ after a day of 
writing this piece, 
having forgotten to eat 
lunch. I go to our full- 
of-fresh-food fridge and 
dive in. Instant relief

Wales rallies to 
Poppy Appeal 

FIGURES released last week show Welsh 
people have dug deep to help The Royal 
British Legion’s Poppy Appeal break the 
£1.5million mark for the fourth year in a 
row.

“We are thrilled at the generosity of people in 
Wales. It’s a great achievement to say we have 
broken the £1.5million target for the last four years 
and even more poignant this year as we 
commemorate 100 years since Britain entered the 
First World War. 

“Every penny raised will make a huge difference 
to Service personnel, veterans and their families, 
from helping a young widow through an inquest to 
representing injured Servicemen in their appeals for 
compensation. We helped over 700 people in Wales 
last year and it’s vital we keep raising money to 
stand shoulder to shoulder with them.” 

The Legion’s welfare programme runs year-round 
and the charity spends £1.6million a week in direct 
welfare support. A number of fundraising initiatives 
run outside of the Poppy Appeal including honour 
walks and bike rides, challenge events and Poppy 
picnics.

Two picturesque 
springtime walks 


THIRTEEN Penarth and 
District Ramblers joined Joy at 
Portobello car park beside the 
tidal River Ogmore, at the 
start of a 13.5-mile walk taking 
in ruins, sand dunes, beach and 
moorland on a beautiful sunny 
spring day. 

Narrow paths led to the Pelican in 
her Piety pub, where an inn has stood 
since before 1741, followed by the 
stepping stones which led them across 
the Ewenny River on their journey to 
the picturesque Merthyr Mawr 
village. 

Tramping past the dunes of 
Merthyr Mawr Warren onto the open 
Traeth yr Afon beach, a fierce cool 
breeze confronted them on their 
journey to Newton village, where a 
quick visit was made to St John’s 
Church. 

Sheltered sandy paths through the 
dunes led them into woodland, 
followed by lunch in warm sunshine 
and tramping open fields and, re¬ 
crossing the Ewenny River, a climb 
uphill led onto Ogmore Down. 

Striding down the lush green pretty 
cwm of Pant Mari Flanders, they 
made their way through Norton, 
drinking in the fantastic views across 
Porthcawl, Trecco Bay and Merthyr 
Mawr, before descending to follow 
the River Ogmore from its estuary 
back to their start. 

Eagle’s Nest 

WILLIAM’S mid-week ramble saw 
the group travelling to the 
picturesque town of Chepstow with 
its magnificent castle overlooking 
the River Wye before it reaches the 
Severn Estuary. 


Following part of the long distance 
Wye Valley Walk, they joined the 
Piercefield Walks, which pass through 
delightful woodland carpeted with 
brightly coloured spring flowers that 
were also enjoyed by writers, poets, 
painters and the public back in the 
18th century - and climbing the 365- 
steps to the aptly named Eagle’s Nest, 
the views made it worthwhile. 

Descending to Tintern to reach the 
majestic ruined abbey, and crossing to 
the east bank of the Wye, another 
climb through woods led on to their 
lunch stop on a grassy hillside above 
Brockweir. 

Offa’s Dyke Path through peaceful 
woodland took them to the Devil’s 
Pulpit, a stony outcrop of rock with 
stunning views over the abbey and 
eventually, leaving the woods to cross 
fields overlooking the Severn Estuary, 
a short break at Wintour’s Leap high 
above the meandering River Wye, 
while observing rock climbers 
ascending the steep cliffs below them. 

Passing through the village of 
Woodcroft, the path descended 
through fields and, tramping down 
Donkey Lane towards Tutshill, a final 
push over the river bridge led them 
back into Wales after a truly inspiring 
15-mile hike.

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Dutch rugby team highlights 
Armed Forces Day in June 



THE visiting Dutch side 
from s-Hertogenbosch 
proved emphatic winners 
over Army Reserve (Wales) 
in what could become an 
annual rugby event. 

The Dutch side was handicapped 
by losing no less than 10 players 
called up for duty with their 
national side. Even so, they 
managed an 18-11 victory over the 
fledgling Army Reserve side. 

The game, billed as the opener to 
the run-up to Armed Forces Day 
Wales on June 28 was played at 
Cowbridge between two teams 
mindful of the significant historic 
implications of the meeting. 


“It is important that we keep the 
remembrance,” said Dutch team 
organiser Maikel Weyes, who is 
also a committee member of the 
Society of October 1944, 
responsible for the city’s 
commemorations. 

“This game was suggested by the 
Armed Forces Day organisers and 
of course we had to accept. 
Hopefully next year, a team will 
come out to us from Wales and we 
will keep the connection going.” 

In 1944,70 years ago, the largely 
Territorial 53rd Welsh Division 
liberated s-Hertogenbosch with a 
loss of over 146 lives. 

The Dutch city has never 
forgotten, and each year celebrates 


its liberation. But 70 years on, the 
number of veterans still alive has 
dwindled and reluctantly the city 
has decided that this year will be the 
last big commemoration. 

In June, the mayor of s- 
Hertogenbosch will lead a 
contingent of an 80 strong band and 
a 100 strong choir as well as a 
group of some 22 cyclists. They 
will cycle from s-Hertogenbosch to 
Wales to take part in Armed Forces 
day in Cardiff. 

They will carry a Davy lamp that 
will have been lit from the eternal 
flame at the local British War 
Cemetery where those killed during 
the liberation of the city are buried.
